Again, when the native armies have been drilled 
and armed after the British system, the Indian Government 7 
can reduce its own forces, and thereby lighten the burden of 
taxes on its subjects. If the Indian Government has not, 
however, so much trust in the Native Chiefs as to feel itself 
justified in allowing them to bring their armies on the same 
level of efficiency with its_own forces, without providing for 
some .security against all possible danger from them, it 
might appoint some Europeans as principal officers in them.
